At periodic intervals, pub 
licity appears on the nation

The new “Consumers All” 
Yearbook points out that 
USDA interests and activi- 
ties reach far beyond farm- 
ing and into the homes of 
practically every American 
Highlighted are the varipus 
consumer services provided 
by the agency, including its 
activities in such fields as 
money management; medi- 
cal care; nutrition, recrea- 
tion; buying food, clothing 


of high-quality pure food: 
to his dinner table. 

Florida inspectors protect 
the public as well as the 
farmer by inspecting meats 
fruits, vegetables, milk, eggs 
frozen desserts, and many 
other food products. In ad- 
dition feeds, fertilizers, and 
brake fluids are regulated 
by the Department, as well 
as the accuracy of scales and 
other measures used in the 
dispensing of consumer 
goods, The use of pesticides 
is regulated by the Depart- 
ment to protect the public 
from possible harm from 
toxic residues, 

So any attempt to charge 
the farmer with the total 
expense of departments of 
agriculture, whether state 
or federal, would be erron- 
eous. Services provided at 
both levels benefit the 
average citizen to an in- 
creasing degree more than 
they do the farmers. 

In fact, a substantial por- 
tion of the operating bud- 
get of the Florida Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is paid 
for by farmers through var- 
ious inspection fees, 
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furnishings; -heating; wir- 
ing; and many others.

Information from the scrapbooks has been confirmed by 


interviews with people who initiated and worked in this 


pioneer project. This is a tribute to the citizens of Belle 
Glade who cared enough about deprived children to 
become personally involved. .. 


The year 1939 in the small 
agricultural community of 
Belle Glade marked an im- 
portant event in the history 
of child care for the young 
children of ag-icultural 
workers in this area. In that 
year the first nurs>ry, esta- 
blished and spons red by 
th: Belle Glade Commu: 
Center, Inc, first pen 
i'. d.ors in the Amez.c-n 
7 egion Hall for twenty-four 
hour care of the .nfants a. d 


nildren whose par *ts 
worked in the packi..g 
houses, 


The late Arthur Wells, 
Mayor of Belle Glad= at 
that time, Marie Bregger, 
and Luther Jones were pre- 
sident, vice-president, and 
secretary respectively of 
the Belle Glade Community 
Center, Inc. This non-pro- 
fit organization was formed 
for the sole purpose of esta- 
blishing and maintaining the 
child care center. It's mem- 
bership was made up from 
all civic clubs, all church- 
es, all packing houses, bus- 
iness houses, and many in- 
dividuals in Belle Glade. 

The Glades area was ra- 
pidly becoming one of the 
most important winter veg- 
etable producing centers in 
our country by the year 
1939. Increasing numbers 
of agricultural migrants 
were flocking in to work 
in the packing houses dur- 
ing the season, Thoughtful 
people in Belle Glade had 
become concerned and. a- 
larmed over the indifferent 
care that the babies and 
young children of the agri- 
cultural migrants received. 
(Many of the children and 
babies were left in locked 
cars while parents were at 
work. Young children were 
often left to care for them- 
selves. 

Mrs. Edith E. Lowery, 
executive secretary of the 
Council of Women for 
Home Missions, had visited 
Belle Glade to find a loca- 
tion for a nursery center 
that would compare with 
others in fourteen states to 
care for migrant children. 
The Belle Glade, organiza- 
tion was formed as a re- 
sult of this challenge and 
working cooperatively with 
the Council of Women for 
Home Missions, established 
the local center and ran it 
twenty-four hours a da” 
from March 15 to May 20. 
1939. Fifty children were 
enrolled with an average at- 
tendance of thirty. Most of 
the children stayed all night 
and received twenty-four 
hour care seven days a week 
for this peroid. 

Ralph Freeman, a Belle 
Glade citizen who lived here 
until recently, was project 
manager. Miss Alicia Fish- 
er, a kindergarten primary 
teacher, was sent by the 


Home Missions to be head > 


of the project, Miss Fisher 
was assisted by a staff com 
posed of Barbara Blakely, 


a registered nurse, Mabel ° 


Rashley and Doris Read, 
nursery assistants, Maude 
Royals, cook, and Mary 
Luther, cleaning girl. The 
staff members worked se- 
ven days a week with only 
one day off every two 
weeks. It was a heavy sche- 
dule but they did it. Volun- 
teer service to the nursery 
by the people of Belle 
Glade was monumental. 
Assuring the health and 
well-being of the children, 
the late benefactor of Belle 
Glade, Dr. William Buck, 
examined the chiidren ən 
admittance and visited them 
every day. County health 
officials also assisted. 

The late Mrs. Mary J 
White, volunteer assistant 
who at that time was 76 
years old, appeared on open- 
ing day and offered her ser- 


vices. She helped prepare 
and serve noon day and 
evening meals, and she 


would not leave at night un- 
til the dishes were done. 
She gave of her services be- 
cause she firmly believed 
in the nursery, and she had 
a sincere desire “> serve 


hers. 

It would have been im- 
possible to open the nursery 
without the services, mon- 
ey, and equipment donated 
by local organizations and 
inividuals 

The packing houses sent 
fresh vegetables as well as 
a monthly check. Civic org- 
anizations and business 
houses helped finarcially 


and furnished supplies and 
equipment as did many in- 
terested individuals. Wo- 
men's Missionary. Societies 
in Florida and elsewhere 
soon began to make contri- 
butions. 

The children were given 
three good meals a day. 
Vegetables were received 
not only from the packing 
houses, but milk was given 
by local dairies and the ex- 
periment station, bread was 
donated by bakeries, meat 
by local markets, and fruits 
and vegetables by individ- 
uals. W. P. A. food surplus 
commodities were secured. 

The nursery staff took 
great pride in improving 
the health of the chi 
and with the help of their 
nurse and local doctors, the 
good food, and tender lov- 
ing care, the children were 
soon glowing with health 
and well-being. 

‘The story is related of six 
month old baby Carl. When 
he wás brought to the nur- 
sery he had the cry of a 
six week's baby, an expres- 
sionless face, and no stren- 
gth to kick and react as á 
baby of his age should. His 
mother had been feeding 
kim a formula of one ounce 
of milk to seven ounces of 
water. He was given the 
appropriate diet for a baby 
of his age and within a few 
weeks he was reacting vig- 
orously and attempting to 
sit up. 

A kindergarten program 
was given to the older chil- 
dren during each day while 
a program of supervised 
play and activities was gi- 
ven to the younger chil- 
dren. The parents of the 
children were very grate- 
ful for the excellent care 
that their children were re- 
ceiving. 

A steady stream of visi- 
tors, both local and out of 
town, came to visit the nur- 
sery and left greatly im- 
pressed, convinced beyond 
a doubt that the people of 
Belle Glade were effective- 
ly meeting a great need. 
Evry business place proud- 
ly displayed orange posters 
which announced, “We šup- 
port the Belle Glade Com- 
munity Center.” The Amer- 
ican Legion had to forego 
most of their usual activi- 
ties as well as the use of 
their building to other 
groups which routinely met 
there. This group had ori- 
ginally intended to make 
the building available as a 
nursery for only this one 
year,

—The, High school graduate earns over three-four- 
ths more than a person who did not finish eight years 
of school. 

—There is a strong correlation between low income 
families and the tendency to drop out of school, Last 
October, 553,000 schooi dropouts were residing with 
families with incomes’ of less than $3,000 a year, Forty 
percent of all dropouts were in families with incomes 
below this level. x 

—Employment and unemployment: 

—In August 1965, the unemployment rate for youre 
people was 9.7 percent, more than two times that for al!

—During this school year, more than 750,000 boys 
and girls will drop out of school without having at- 
tained a high school diploma unless something effec- 
tive’ is done about it. 

—Six of ten of the Nation's school dropouts are 
in the 16 to 17 year-old age bracket. 

—If the problem of school dropouts continued at 
its present pace, we could anticipate having 32 million 
adult, nonhigh school graduates in the labor force by 
1975. -

Social Security — 


How It Affects You

Several extensions of co- 
verage for social security 
purposes were included in 
this year’s amendments. A- 
mong these groups affected 
by these extensions are doc- 
tors of medicine and peop- 
lle who receive tips as part 
of their pay. Benefits are 
now payable to certain di- 
vorced wives and surviv- 
ing divorced wives of de- 


_ceased workers, 


Physicians’ self-employ- 
ment income from the prac- 
tice of medicine will be co- 
vered for social security 
purposes for the first time 
beginning with taxable 
years ending on or after 
December 31, 1965. In ad- 
dition, coverage was ex- 
tended to medical and den- 
tal interns employed by 
hospitals starting in 1966 
on the same basis as other 
employees of the same em- 
ployer. This means most in-| 
terns will start paying so- 
cia] security taxes on their 
earnings, will earn social 
security credits, and they, 
their dependents and sur- 
vivors will be eligible for 
monthly cash benefits as 
soon as they have earned 
sufficient credit and met 
other requirements in the 
law. 

Cash tips received by’ an 
employee on his own behalf 
will be counted as wages 
for social security purposes 
starting in 1966. The law 
requires these employees to 
make a written report to 
their employers within 10 
days after the end of a 
month in which the em-
